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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the 
basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Deffense (JAOCS article). 

Deffense discloses palm mid-fraction on Table VIII. Palm mid- 
fraction appears to show all of the elements of the claims except for the 
exact percentage of HHM plus HMH triglycerides and the exact percentage 
of HHH. Deffense further shows on figure 6 that the composition of the 
mid-fraction appears to vary with iodine value of the fraction and also with 
the source of the palm oil (Table 1 ). Although the exact composition of 
claim 1 is not shown by Deffense, it would have been obvious to expect 
that the natural mid-palm oil product, as shown by Deffense, to vary 
according to isolation technique and palm oil source and fall within the 
range of the claim.

AGREEMENT. 

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed 
under 37 CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE 

DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet), 
(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate 
sheet). 

(I) SEQUENCE LISTING (See MPEP § 2424 and 37 CFR 1.821- 
1.825. A "Sequence Listing" is required on paper if the 
application discloses a nucleotide or amino acid sequence as 
defined in 37 CFR 1.821(a) and if the required "Sequence 
Listing" is not submitted as an electronic document on compact 
disc). 
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The specification contains numerous references to the claims. 
It is requested that the specification be amended to delete all references to 
the claims. Applicant may include the full text of the claims in the 
specification. References to claims occur in the specification on pages 4-7. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
failing to set forth the subject matter which applicant(s) regard as their 
invention. 

Claim 4 has an optional process at step 5 and it is unclear in the 
claim if this step is included or not. An amendment to the claim clarifying 
this issue would overcome the rejection. 

Claims 6-8 refer to the process of claim 1 but claim 1 is a product 
claim. It is unclear as to what process is being referred to. An amendment 
to the claim clarifying this issue would overcome the rejection. 

A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation 
that falls within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is 
considered indefinite, since the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the 
metes and bounds of the patent protection desired. See MPEP § 
21 73.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals 
and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. & 
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Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then 
narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite 
by raising a question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such 
language is (a) merely exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and 
therefore not required, or (b) a required feature of the claims. Note also, for 
example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 
1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte Hasche, 
86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claims 1, 10 and 
1 1 recite the broad recitation of ingredient, and the claim also recites the 
preferable range of ingredient, which is the narrower statement of the 
range/limitation. 

Claims 2-1 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
